In  this  Centennial  year,  many  of  us  at  Eliza-  |gB>»*  v Wj 
both  town  find  ourselves  envisioning  the  future  even 
as  we  reflect  on  the  past.  We  recognize  that  there  is  .y  if 
much  to  celebrate  about  our  first  century,  but  we 
also  see  a new  era  of  heightened  competition.  Today,  institutions  of 
every  kind  need  to  change  in  order  to  sustain  and  extend  their  excel- 
lence or  risk  losing  all  the  gains  their  achievements  have  garnered.  In 
responding  to  a host  of  challenges  to  higher  education  and  formulat- 
ing our  College's  strategic  plan  over  the  course  of  the  last  two  years, 
literally  hundreds  of  people  have  contributed  in  some  fashion  to 
ensure  that  Elizabethtown  College  remains  a center  of  excellence. 

One  of  the  top  priorities  of  our  strategic  plan  was  the 
development  of  a master  plan.  With  our  trustees'  approval  of  this 
master  plan  last  October,  we  have  resoundingly  affirmed  that,  in  an 
age  of  distance  learning  and  large  research  universities,  there  is  still 
an  important  place  at  the  higher  education  table  for  small,  residen- 
tial colleges  that  offer  a personalized,  liberal  arts  experience  for 
young  people. 

With  this  plan,  we  also  recognize  changing  academic  and 
co-curricular  needs.  The  important  fields  of  biochemistry  and 
biotechnology,  for  instance,  did  not  even  exist  when  Musser  Hall 
and  Esbenshade  Hall  were  built.  When  Nicarry  Hall  was  built  25 
years  ago,  we  did  not  offer  a major  in  international  business,  nor 
did  we — or  any  other  college — envision  the  need  for  a separate 
Department  of  Information  and  Technology  Services.  The  master 
plan  addresses  these  and  other  new  demands  of  teaching  and 
learning  head-on. 

Likewise,  the  master  plan  recognizes  that  today's  students  are 
no  longer  satisfied  with  services  provided  by  the  traditional 
dormitory  and  cafeteria  settings  you  and  I enjoyed  as  students. 
And  in  an  era  where  physical  well-being  is  stressed  so  much,  we 
must  be  able  to  offer  students  the  opportunities  that  enhanced 
athletic  and  recreational  facilities  will  be  able  to  deliver.  One  of  our 
core  institutional  values  states  that  "students  are  the  reason  we 
are  here."  The  master  plan  ensures  that  we  continue  to  deliver  on 
that  promise.

The  plan  also  calls  for  us  to  maintain  and  enhance  our  sense  of 
community.  It  will  seek  to  embrace  the  richness  and  heritage 
of  our  campus  and  its  place  in  Elizabethtown.  We  will  work  with 
the  land  and  facilities  we  currently  own  and  use  rather  than  seek 
an  expansion  into  the  Elizabethtown  and  Mount  Joy  communities. 
We  will  work  with  the  existing  campus  "footprint"  before  consid- 
ering any  plans  or  proposals  that  will  "cross  the  road"  into  a 
community  already  being  challenged  by  growth  issues.  We  are 
good  neighbors  now,  and  the  master  plan  ensures  that  we  will 
continue  to  be  good  neighbors. 

As  we  enter  the  21st  century,  we  can  proceed  with  confidence, 
knowing  that  this  master  plan  will  provide  a framework 
to  enhance  the  campus  and  its  assets  while  further  promoting 
the  campus  identity.

Strategic  Plan  Takes  $58  Million  Step  to  21st  Century 


A master  land  use  and  facilities  plan 
outlining  $58  million  in  new  construction 
and  campuswide  improvements  was 
approved  by  the  College's  Board  of 
Trustees  at  their  semiannual  meeting  last 
October.  Following  on  the  heels  of  the 
creation  of  the  Hershey  Foods  Honors 
Program,  the  development  of  a master  plan 
was  identified  as  one  of  the  major  objectives 
of  the  College's  strategic  planning  process. 

"This  master  plan  is  a framework  to 
enhance  the  campus  and  its  assets  while 


advance  laboratory  education,  created  by 
additions  and  renovations  to  existing 
science  buildings,  Musser  Hall  and  Esben- 
shade  Hall  ...  a new  public  entrance  to 
the  College's  Alumni  Theater  ...  dramatic 
improvements  to  the  Baugher  Student 
Center  to  create  a student  plaza,  an  arching 
two-story  glass  facade  joining  the  Annen- 
berg  Center,  expansions  to  the  College 
Store,  and  student  activity  space  ...  a new 
business  building  for  the  business 
program,  including  space  for  continuing 
education,  distance  learning, 
and  the  Family  Business  Center 
...  renovations  to  Thompson 
Gymnasium  and  construction 
of  an  auxiliary  gymnasium  ... 
food  courts  in  the  Myer  Dining 
Hall  and  expanded  dining  and 
function  space  ...  expanded 


A convergence  of  the  Baugher  Student  Center  and 
Annenberg  Center  is  envisioned. 


further  promoting  the  campus  identity," 
explains  Theodore  E.  Long,  president  of  the 
College.  "It  is  a guide  to  properly  direct  the 
future  growth  and  development  of  the 
College,  a working  document  that  will  hold 
its  relevance  for  years  to  come.  It  responds 
directly  to  our  academic  needs  and  student 
wishes  for  services." 

The  master  plan  calls  for  major  im- 
provements to  many  academic,  residential, 
and  athletic  facilities  to  be  completed 
in  seven  phases  within  10  to  12  years. 
The  first  phase  of  construction,  costing 
$5.6  million,  has  already  begun  to  add 
a new  residential  facility  for  students — - 
garden-style  apartments  located  between 
Founders  Hall  and  the  Schreiber  Quad- 
rangle will  be  ready  for  use  by  the  fall 
semester  of  2000.  "The  College  realized  a 
record  enrollment  this  year  of  1,598  full-time 
students  and  is  currently  operating  over 
capacity  in  student  housing,"  notes  Long. 

Some  of  the  major  projects  described 
in  the  plan  are  ...  a new  science  center  to 


Edson  Associates,  LLP,  a firm  of  landscape 
architects,  civil  engineers,  and  land 
planners  from  Lititz,  Pa.  College  officials 
selected  Derek  & Edson  in  a national  search 
because  of  their  exceptional  higher  educa- 
tion experience  in  campus  planning  and 
improvements. 

In  addition  to  the  garden  apartments 
for  students,  building  projects  that  will  be 
completed  in  the  next  12  months  include 
extensive  renovations  to  the  Brinser  Hall 
an  addition  to  the  Steinman  Center,  and  the 
design  phase  for  the  Baugher  Student 
Center  renovation.  Site  improvements  in 
the  first  phase  include  the  400-meter 
competition  track  with  the  field  hockey 
field  in  the  center,  a new  softball  field,  and 
on-campus  parking  enhancements. 

"This  plan  is  a win-win  for  the  College 
and  Elizabethtown  borough,"  says  Long. 
"The  College  will  be  a stronger 
institution  and  a better  neighbor, 
and  people  across  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  will  associ- 
ate the  name  'Elizabethtown'  with 
excellence  in  education." 

Most  projects  in  the  plan  will  be 
supported  by  private  gifts  and 
grants,  with  some  relying  on  financ-

visitor  parking  at  Leffler  Chapel, 
the  College's  premier  venue  for 
special  events,  and  a new  vehicle 
thoroughfare  through  campus  to 
Campus  Drive  . . . additional  park- 
ing on  the  perimeter  of  campus  to 
relieve  parking  on  borough  streets. 

"Elizabethtown  College's  phy- 
sical resources  have  been  greatly 
enhanced  in  the  last  decade  by  the  addition 
of  the  High  Library,  the  Leffler  Chapel, 
and  the  Annenberg  Center,"  Long  says. 
"However,  we  now  need  this  master  plan  to 
enable  Elizabethtown  College  to  remain 
competitive,  to  be  ready  for  the  next  century." 

The  plan  was  drafted  by  Derek  & 


Musser  Hall  and  Esbenshade  Hall  joined  together  with 
an  added  24,000  square  feet  of  classroom  and  lab  spaces 
to  form  a new  science  center.

There  is  a saying  of 
Winston  Churchill's  that 
I have  kept  in  the  back  of 
my  mind  during  the 
entire  process  of  creating 
a master  land  use  and 
facilities  plan  for  the 
Elizabethtown  College 
campus.  "At  first  we 
shape  our  spaces,"  he 
wrote,  "and  then  our 
spaces  shape  us." 

What  this  says  to  me 
is  that  we  need  to  think 
clearly  about  the  built 
environment  because  it 
will  affect  what  we  do 
and  who  we  are.  In  building,  we  must  remember  our  mission, 
vision,  and  values.  This  master  plan  was  drafted  as  one  of  the  first 
priority  objectives  of  an  exhaustive  strategic  planning  process,  and 
it  reflects  very  closely  the  mission,  vision,  and  core  values  of  the 
College.  In  addition,  it  should  be  noted,  the  master  plan  is  a 
concept,  not  a blueprint.  As  a concept,  it  is  flexible  and  allows  us  to 
stay  current,  the  latter  providing  a somewhat  imposing  challenge. 

The  "staying  current"  issue  is  one  that  will  require  the  most 
flexibility  from  the  plan.  One  example  where  the  master  plan  has 
been  able  to  address  this  issue  head-on  involves  the  development 
and  enhancement  of  Musser  Hall  and  Esbenshade  Hall,  both  ded- 
icated to  the  teaching  of  science.  Since  they  were  constructed,  the 
methods  of  teaching  biology  and  chemistry — as  well  as  some  of 
their  inherent  hazards — have  changed  appreciably.  Both  facilities 
will  need  to  be  upgraded  and  expanded  in  order  to  maintain 
our  ability  to  teach  at  current  advanced  levels  and  ensure  the 
safety  of  faculty  and  students. 

Other  examples  where  the  master  plan  does  not  at  this  time 
directly  address  the  currency  issue  revolve  around  the  uses  of 
information  technology  in  teaching.  Over  the  past  several  years, 
the  College  wisely  has  invested  millions  of  dollars  in  technology 
to  best  prepare  our  students  for  the  real  world.  However,  as 
advances  in  technology  have  come  to  resemble  an  avalanche  that 
we  are  attempting  to  outrun,  we  need  to  ask  ourselves  questions 
like:  Will  we  continue  to  need  "smart"  classrooms?  And,  should 
we  begin  to  invest  in  wireless  networks?  We  do  not  yet  have  the 
answers  to  questions  like  these. 

Two  other  major  academic  projects  should  be  mentioned, 
as  one  provides  a link  to  our  past  and  the  other  a glimpse  of  the

future.  The  Wenger  Center  for  the  Humanities,  like  the  former 
Rider  Memorial  Hall,  is  a vestige  of  our  19th-century  roots. 
Wenger,  the  home  of  the  humanities,  is  a unique  building  with  lots 
of  character,  and  in  many  ways  is  a hallmark  of  the  humanities 
programs  at  the  College.  In  order  to  prevent  Wenger  from  meeting 
Rider's  fate  and  in  order  to  maintain  its  quirky  character,  however, 
it  needs  a major  renovation  and  a link  to  its  more  modern  neigh- 
bor, Nicarry  Hall.  How  to  unite  the  disparate  functions  and 
personalities  of  Wenger  and  Nicarry,  then,  will  be  a challenge  we 
will  have  to  face. 

One  of  our  greatest  opportunities  will  be  the  construction  of  a 
new  home  for  the  business  program,  the  Center  for  Continuing 
Education  and  Distance  Learning,  and  the  Family  Business  Center. 
This  interesting  alliance  of  departments  with  good  physical  access 
to  the  community  can  be  the  prototype  of  a new  kind  of  learning 
environment  to  train  tomorrow's  business  executives.  Rather  than 
building  a traditional  academic  facility,  we  have  the  chance  to 
create  from  the  ground  up  an  imaginative,  future-oriented  busi- 
ness center  with  the  look,  feel,  and  functionality  of  the  workplace 
our  21st-century  graduates  will  inhabit. 

Last,  this  physical  plan  supports  so  many  of  the  intangible,  yet 
critical,  pieces  of  the  College's  mission.  While  the  master  plan 
plainly  recognizes  some  of  our  core  institutional  values  such  as 
excellence,  learning,  and  partnership,  it  also  subtly  works  to 
undergird  our  sense  of  community  and  our  need  for  order. 

A college — or  any  institution  that  draws  many  different 
groups  of  people  to  it — needs  to  have  a welcoming  coherence.  We 
cannot  allow  ourselves  to  be  regarded  as  a heap  of  buildings; 
rather,  we  need  to  recognize  that  our  campus  is  a rational  system 
with  a focal  point.  Joining  together  the  Baugher  Student  Center 
and  the  Annenberg  Center  will  provide  the  campus  with  a hub, 
a central  point  where  people  can  gather.  In  addition,  the  develop- 
ment of  an  academic  quadrangle — where  the  Midway  currently 
joins  the  "back  end"  of  several  buildings — will  create  a space 
reminiscent  of  those  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge  (or  my  alma  mater, 
Duke)  where  people  belong  and  where  one's  sense  of  community 
can  be  fostered. 

We  can  and  must  shape  this  space  because  as  soon  as  it  is  built, 
it  will  begin  to  reshape  us.

The  show  captures  the  earliest  years 
at  Elizabethtown  College,  and  affords  a rare 
opportunity  "to  meet  the  people  who  once 
lived  and  worked  on  this  same  campus,"  Ricci 
explains  in  the  curator's  remarks,  "and  whose 
efforts  made  it  possible  for  the  College  to  en- 
dure for  a century.  Their  fragile  images  are  as 
close  as  we  can  get  to  experiencing  Elizabeth- 
town College  at  the  beginning." 

The  show  also  sparked  efforts  to  begin 
preservation  of  the  photographic  archives. 
Many  photos  are  deteriorating  rapidly  over 
time.  Inspired  by  the  need  to  save  these 
fragile  images,  Janice 
L.  Ruhl  '54,  a mem- 
ber of  the  Centennial 
Committee,  provided 
a leadership  gift  in 
memory  of  her  late 
husband,  Donald  Ruhl 
'55,  for  the  digital 
preservation  of  all  the 
photos  in  the  exhibi- 
tion and  many  others. 


Obtaining  and  distributing  a collection  of 
information  about  Elizabethtown  Col- 
lege was  a primary  goal  for  the  1 00th  an- 
niversary celebration. 

"While  doing  research  for  Centennial 
planning  purposes,  I realized  the  College  se- 


riously lacked  'big  picture'  expressions  of  its 
history  and  heritage,"  explains  Gale  Martin, 
executive  producer  of  the  video.  "One  third 
of  the  College's  life  story  occurred  after  the 
most  recent  College  history  was  published  in 
the  1970s.  And  there  was  no  existing  pro- 
fessionally produced  video  about  the  Col- 
lege's history.  Because  the  campus  is  one  of 
the  College's  strongest  assets,  the  medium 
had  to  be  something  visual.  A professional 
quality  Centennial  video  seemed  like  the 
ideal  way,  certainly  a very  accessible  way,  to 
tell  the  Etown  story  and  showcase  its 
strengths." 

"Making  Our  Mark  on  the  World:  The  Eliza- 
bethtown College  Story"  premiered  on  the 
big  screen  October  2,  at  the  Centennial 
Homecoming.  Jeff  Lynch  of  Lynch  Films,  Inc. 
of  Lancaster  was  the  producer  and  the  script 
was  written  by  Chet  Williamson,  who  is  also 


authoring  the  College's  official  Centennial 
history. 

"The  video  is  a thoughtful  exploration  of 
the  College's  history  framed  in  the  context 
of  the  College's  future.  It  resonates  with 
the  new  mission,  vision  statement,  and  core 
institutional  values  developed  during 
the  strategic  planning  process.  One  of  the 
techniques  that  works  well  is  presenting 
contemporary  interviews  against  a 
backdrop  of  archival 
photos  and  narration," 

Martin  explains. 

The  video  is  available 
in  a VHS  format  and 
can  be  purchased 
through  the  College 
Store  for  $19.99. 
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‘Empty  Bowls  Meal’  Doubles  Goal 
For  Hunger  Relief  Projects 


Five  hundred  handmade  clay  pots  over- 
flowed tables  and  shelves  in  the  Learn- 
ing Center  just  days  before  the  Empty 
Bowls  Meal  last  November.  The  student  coor- 
dinator of  the  project,  Jason  Bugg  '00  (pic- 
tured), together  with  Shirley  Deichert  '66 
and  Diane  DeArment  of  the  Learning  Center 
plus  many  other  volunteers  invested  lots  of 
time  and  care  in  organizing  volunteers  to 
make  bowls.  Bugg  took  this  project  on  as  a 
result  of  his  participation  in  a LeaderShape 
Institute  during  the  summer  of  1998. 

Every  bowl  was  glazed  and  fired  with 
help  from  art  professor  Milt  Friedly  and  his 


students,  which  made  meaningful  ceramic 
tokens  for  every  bowl  maker. 

The  success  of  the  event  was  "in  the 
soup,"  as  they  say.  They  dished  out  soup  to 
more  than  500  people  and  raised  $6,300  for 
Heifer  Project  International  and  the  Commu- 
nity Action  Program's  local  food  bank. 

Proceeds  from  the  sale  of  quilt  squares 
featured  in  the  musical  Quilters  raised  an 
additional  $2,000  for  hunger  relief.  The  quilt 
squares  were  made  by  volunteers  organized 
by  Tana  Parrett  '69,  manager  of  the  Centen- 
nial Quilt  project. 


Go  to  Homeless  Children 


‘Learning  Dolls’ 


Service  Project 

More  than  108  homeless  children  in  cen- 
tral Pennsylvania  received  handmade 
dolls  because  of  the  Learning  Dolls  Pro- 
ject, a meaningful  Centennial  initiative  orga- 
nized by  the  Learning  Center  at  Elizabeth- 
town College  in  partnership  with  the  State 
Department  of  Education. 

The  dolls  will  be  used  to  teach  small 
children  shapes  and  colors,  skills  with  buttons 
and  zippers,  and  body  parts  such  as  elbows 
and  knees.  Each  doll  was  accompanied  by  a 
Learning  Booklet  made  by  students  in  educa- 
tion classes  at  Elizabethtown  College. 

A wide  range  of  people  made  dolls  — 
including  alumni,  staff  members,  and  stu- 
dents—towards  the  goal  of  100  dolls  for  the 
College's  100th  year. 

"It  was  an  excellent  service -learning  pro- 


ject that  allowed  every  doll  maker  to  learn 
more  about  the  needs  of  homeless  children," 
says  Shirley  Deichert  '66,  director  of  the 
Learning  Center  (pictured).  "It  was  also  nice 
to  involve  staff  and  spouses  of  staff  mem- 
bers. The  project  was  a way  of  reaching  out 
to  people  to  involve  them  in  the  College's- 


mission,  'Educate  for  Service,'  during  our 
Centennial  year." 

The  Learning  Dolls  project  is  the  first  such 
effort  in  Pennsylvania.  The  State  Department 
of  Education  learned  of  the  project  from  an 
organization  in  Ohio.

Centennial  History 
Project  Progressing 

"It  was  not,  thought  George  Falkenstein, 
the  kind  of  day  to  undertake  a new  en- 
terprise, particularly  one  as  significant 
as  planning  a new  school.  The  sun 
should  be  shining  on  such  a venture, 
but  instead  clouds  hung  in  the  sky,  gray 
reminders  of  the  rain  the  night  before. 
It  seemed  odd  that  he  and  other 
Church  of  the  Brethren  elders  should 
be  travelling  to  Reading  to  discuss  a 
new  college.  The  invitation  from  Jay  G. 
Francis,  pastor  of  the  Green  Tree  German 
Baptist  Brethren  Church  had  come  as 
quite  a surprise." 

So  opens  the  official,  as-yet-untitled 
Centennial  history  of  the  College,  being 
written  by  novelist  and  lifelong  Eliza- 
bethtown resident  Chet  Williamson.  "An 
inauspicious  and  somewhat  surprising 
birth  to  this  institution,  which  has 
survived,  thrived,  and  endured,"  notes 
the  author.  "Between  working  on  the 
Centennial  video  project  and  this  book, 
I have  learned  more  about  my  home- 
town and  neighbors  than  I thought 
possible.  And  learning  about  the 
College  has  been  nothing  less  than  a 
magical  journey  of  discovery." 

The  author  has  been  interviewing 
alumni,  borough  residents,  faculty 
members,  and  administrators,  as  well 
as  combing  archives,  for  the  better  part 
of  a year.  "What  I hope  to  achieve  with 
this  book,"  says  Williamson,  "is  to  bring 
the  College  to  life  through  the  experi- 
ences of  the  people  who  have  shaped 
its  history  and  who  are  shaping  its  fu- 
ture. In  their  lives  and  devotion  to  the 
College,  we  can  best  discern  how  Eliza- 
bethtown came  to  be  the  institution  it 
is  today." 

Williamson  has  delivered  a number 
of  chapters  to  his  editor,  Ed  Novak, 
Director  of  College  Relations  and  a for- 
mer New  York  book  editor  and  literary 
agent.  He  expects  to  have  the  manu- 
script completed  by  the  end  of  this 
summer.  The  history  will  be  printed 
by  Continental  Press  and  published  in 
the  winter  of  2001.  Price  and  ordering 
details  will  be  available  in  the  next  issue.

Precious  Patchwork  Displayed  in 
Leffler  Chapel 


Colorful  quilts  filled  the  walls  of  the  Lyet 
Gallery  in  Leffler  Chapel  last  fall  with 
tales  of  families  and  churches  and  the 
special  remembrances  in  their  lives.  The 
Brethren  Heritage  Quilt  Show  included  20 
quilted  and  handmade  heirlooms  including 
handkerchief  quilts,  a family  album  quilt,  a 
baby's  crib  quilt,  a coverlet,  and  commemo- 
rative quilts,  all  with  a connection  to  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren. 

Curator  Milt  Friedly,  director  of  galleries 
and  a member  of  the  art  faculty,  wanted  to 
put  together  a show  to  complement  the 
College's  heritage  for  the  Centennial  obser- 
vance. "Quilting  has  been  a traditional  and 
often  collaborative  form  of  artistic  expres- 
sion within  the  Church  of  the  Brethren 


denomination.  If  a purpose  of  the  College's 
Centennial  is  to  showcase  its  Brethren  roots, 
then  a quilt  show  is  an  aesthetically  and 
culturally  significant  way  of  recognizing  this 
rich  heritage,"  says  Friedly. 

The  quilts  hailed  from  a wide  geographic 
area  that  includes  Maryland  and  Florida.  A 
few  quilts  were  antiques,  made  in  the  last 
century,  such  as  the  "Red  Star  Quilt"  made 
by  Ada  Bucher  Keller  in  1893,  whose  father 
was  a teacher  and  elder  in  the  Midway 
Church  of  the  Brethren  in  Lebanon  County. 

Others  were  heirlooms  to  be,  such  as  Carol 
Oberholtzer's  "Rails  and  Fences,"  completed 
in  January  1999,  the  same  year  that  Mrs. 
Oberholtzer  graduated  from  Elizabethtown 
College. 

Alumni  also  shared  the  quilts  for  the 
show,  including  Thelma  Shank  Weaver  '42, 
wife  of  Dr.  E.  Mark  Weaver  '41  and  mother 


of  Philip  Weaver 
'66.  Her  charming 
"Shank  Family  Quilt", 
a 72"  x 72,"  is  an 
album  quilt  that 
represents  the  story 
of  Thelma  Weaver's 
life  on  the  family 
farm.  Each  family 
member  is  pictured 
in  applique  as  is 
the  Mechanic  Grove 
Church  of  the 
Brethren.  Both  her 
parents  graduated 
from  Elizabethtown 
College  in  1912. 


100 -Year-Old  Artist  Presents  Last  Show  of  Career 


Philadelphian  and  centenarian  Edward 
Praediger  presented  a one-man  exhibition 
of  paintings  at  Elizabethtown  College  dur- 
ing September  and  October  The  show  opened 


just  twelve  days  after  his  100th  birthday  to 
commemorate  both  his  and  the  College's 
Centennial.  Both  were  born  in  1899. 

The  show  included  his  first  oil  painting 


done  at  age  1 1 — a landscape  of  the  Delaware 
Water  Gap  that  he  framed  using  wood  from  a 
chicken  coop  — to  works  completed  in  the 
1990s  and  representing  nearly  every  decade 
in  between. 

"This  show  was  a major  retrospective  of  his 
work,"  says  curator  Milt  Friedly,  a member  of 
the  art  faculty  at  Elizabethtown  College 
(pictured  here  with  the  artist  during  the  show's 
opening).  "It's  a significant  show  because  it 
is  rare  to  have  an  artist  of  his  caliber  who  is 
still  painting." 

Friedly  selected  40  pieces  to  show  a cross 
section  of  Praediger's  work.  "You  can  see  di- 
verse subject  matter.  You  can  see  the 
changes  in  his  style  over  the  decades;  for  in- 
stance, where  he  has  experimented  with  ab- 
straction. The  College  is  really  the  first  orga- 
nization to  have  a wide  range  of  his  work  on 
display,"  explains  Friedly.

A Stitch— or  Two— in  Time: 

The  Making  of  the  Centennial  Quilt

As  my  then-two-year-old  daughter,  Brooke, 
and  I rushed  into  the  art  studio  for  the  first 
formal  meeting  of  the  "We  Do  Windows 
Quilters,"  I was  nervous  about  what  Id  volun- 
teered to  do.  I only  knew  one  other  person  in 
the  room,  fellow  professor  Lou  Schellenberg 
(FAPA),  but  she  put  me  and  Brooke  immedi- 
ately at  ease  with  some  markers  and  paper  for 
Brooke  to  color  with  while  the  group  intro- 
duced ourselves  and  entered  into  the  year- 
long process  of  making  Elizabethtown 
College's  Commemorative  Centennial  Quilt. 

Tana  Parrett  '69,  assistant  controller  of 
the  College,  led  the 
October  1998  meeting, 
and  her  calm,  reassur- 
ing manner  of  taking 
control  without  control- 
ling the  people  further 
eased  my  anxiety.  As 
we  went  around  the 
room  and  introduced 
ourselves,  I was  remind- 
ed of  the  old  children's 
nursery  rhyme:  "Rich 
man,  poor  man,  beg- 
gar man,  thief;  doctor, 
lawyer,  merchant,  chief." 

Here  were  eight  wo- 
men, different  ages, 
from  all  different  walks 
of  life,  all  connected  to 
the  College  in  some 
way,  but  most  impor- 
tantly, tied  together  by 
a love  of  quilts  and 
quilting:  accountant, 
artist,  writer,  librarian, 
mother,  grandmother, 
alumna,  faculty,  staff. 

When  Tana  asked 
us  to  articulate  why  we 
wanted  to  be  involved, 

I began  to  explain 
things  I hadn't  really 
examined  before.  I was 
beginning  my  tenth 
year  as  an  English  pro- 


fessor at  the  College.  The  College  was  begin- 
ning its  100th  year.  Those  numbers  had  a kind 
of  symmetry  for  me,  part  of  what  I love  about 
quilting,  too.  So  I wanted  to  participate  in  the 
Centennial  in  a lasting  and  creative  way. 

I'd  been  taking  quilting  classes  and  work- 
ing on  them  since  I came  to  Lancaster  County 
in  1989,  and  I had  just  finished  a class  in 
August  on  the  intricate  "Double  Wedding 
Ring"  pattern.  I was  feeling  confident  in  my 
abilities  and  full  of  energy  at  the  beginning  of 
fall  1998  semester.  I was  shown  a sketch  of

When  Dr.  Arthur  J.  Thome  and  his  wife, 
Louisa,  died  within  a week  of  one  an- 
other during  an  influenza  epidemic  in 
1918,  their  seven  children  ranged  in  age  from 
12  years  to  six  months.

Two  years 
ago,  readers  were  introduced  to  five  mem- 
bers of  the  Class  of  2001 : Kristen  Gardner  of 
Philadelphia,  Pa.;  Jon  Pierce  of  Coatesville, 
Pa.;  Jasmin  Guadalupe  of  Hagerstown,  Md.; 
Greg  Kasmer  of  Springfield,  Pa.;  and  Michelle 
Hansen  of  Newark,  Del.  We  have  witnessed 
them  face  the  challenges  of  first-year  fresh- 
men and  the  transitions  of  being  sopho- 
mores. Now,  as  juniors,  they  have  been  chal- 
lenged as  students,  athletes,  volunteers,  and 
as  people.  Their  plans  for  the  future  — the 
Real  World  — are  crystallizing,  but  they  are 
not  yet  done  with  Etown. 

Jasmin  Guadalupe’s  Turning  Point 

The  summer  of  1999  proved  to  be  a turning 
point  for  Jasmin  Guadalupe.  She  was  living 
on  her  own  for  the  first  time  and  interning 
at  Edgewater  Children's  Services.  "I  have  be- 
come so  much  more  independent  than  I ever 
was.  Living  on  my  own,  paying  rent,  food, 
and  everything  and  making  some  new 
decisions  was  difficult." 

She  has  noted  the  hiring  of  Carole

Morales  as  multicultural  affairs  coordinator 
and,  though  they  have  not  yet  worked  to- 
gether, believes  the  College  has  made  a pos- 
itive step  with  regards  to  addressing  minority 
student  issues. 

Last  year  Jasmin  attended  the  Penn  State 
Internship  Fair  and  was  offered  an  internship 
at  Edgewater  State  Hospital  working  in  the 
psychology  unit.  From  her  work  in  the  Chil- 
dren's Services  Department  Jasmin  ex- 
claimed, "I  know  exactly  what  I want  to  do." 
Working  with  special  needs  children,  specifi- 
cally autistic  children,  was  the  focus  in  psy- 
chology Jasmin  was  searching  for.  "I  love 
working  with  special  needs  children.  That's 
what  I love,  that's  what  I want  to  do."  Her 
post-Elizabethtown  College  plans  include 
graduate  school  for  clinical  psychology  and 
continued  work  with  autistic  children. 

Jasmin  credits  Dr.  John  Rusico,  psycholo- 
gy, with  all  her  success  this  past  summer.  "Dr. 
Rusico  has  gone  out  of  his  way  more  than 
once  to  help  me  which  is  amazing  because 
last  year  was  his  first  year  in  the  department." 
Jasmin  worked  as  Rusico's  student  assistant 
in  the  department  last  year.  In  addition,  she 
will  be  completing  a research  practicum  next 
semester  which  was  also  set  up  by  Rusico. 

In  the  beginning  the  social  life  was  Jas- 
min's focus, but  now  that  she  is  a junior  her 
education  has  become  paramount.  "You 
need  to  learn  to  be  independent  before  you 
can  learn  to  be  a good  student.  This  is 
something  I have  certainly  learned  in  such  a 
short  time."  Jasmin  has  seen  the  growth  in 
herself  and  her  peers,  including  not  being 
so  naive  but  learning  responsibility  and  bal- 
ance in  her  life. 

Jon  Fierce  Takes  Charge 

What  a difference  one  year  can  make.  Upon 
returning  to  Elizabethtown  this  August  to 
start  the  soccer  season,  Jon  Pierce  was  not 
the  same  student-athlete.  Jon  returned  to  Ira 
R.  Herr  field  knowing  what  was  expected  of

him  as  an  upperclassman  and  captain. 

This  barking  fullback  prided  himself  on  his 
leadership  role  while  anchoring  an  Elizabeth- 
town defense  that  only  allowed  nine  goals  all 
season,  ranking  them  nationally  in  goals  al- 
lowed per  game  and  shutout  percentage. 
Jon  also  felt  that  it  was  important  to  lead  by 
example,  especially  for  the  freshmen  and 
sophomores.  "When  you  become  a junior 
and  senior  you  begin  to  start  leading  the 
team.  The  freshmen  and  sophomores  begin 
to  look  up  to  you  and  they  starting  acting  the 
way  that  you  present  yourself."  Valuing  the 
friendships  of  his  teammates  on  the  soccer 
team  makes  this  player  look  to  them  as  a sec- 
ond family.  "The  power  of  being  part  of  a 
team  and  helping  one  another  with  problems 
is  a great  feeling;  for  me  it  is  like  a brother- 
hood." 

Pierce  is  serious  when  it  comes  to  his 
schoolwork  and  knows  that  it  should  remain  a 
top  priority.  Jon  is  still  majoring  in  physics  but 
is  looking  into  the  future  and  weighing  his 
options.  "In  little  over  a year  I am  going  to  be 
out  in  the  real  world  getting  a job,  so  I need 
to  take  some  more  responsibilities  for  myself." 
Personal  growth  and  maturity  have  kept  this 
student  on  track  as  he  looks  beyond  Eliza- 
bethtown College. 
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As  a role  model,  Jon  admires  Gene 
Clemens,  professor  of  religion,  as  someone 
who  inspires  him  in  all  facets  of  life.  "He  is 
always  willing  to  be  there  for  the  students.  If  you 
have  any  personal  problems,  school  related, 
he  is  willing  to  take  the  extra  time  to  help  you 
get  through  them."  Jon's  thinking  about  Eliza- 
bethtown College  has  not  changed  since  he 
arrived  in  1997.  "Etown  is  still  a great  campus 
and  everyone  is  willing  to  stay  and  help  you 
with  anything.  You  are  not  just  a number. 
People  really  do  care  here  at  Elizabethtown."

summer  near  home,  working  as  an  intern  for 
the  Philadelphia  Commerce  Department.  In  the 
Office  of  the  Deputy  Director,  her  main 
responsibility  was  compiling  a list  of  interna- 
tional chambers  of  commerce  and  cultural 
groups  in  Philadelphia.  She  also  participated  in  the 
effort  to  get  downtown  stores  involved  in 
beautification  projects.  Just  for  fun,  she  took  a 
night  class  in  astronomy  at  Beaver  College. 

From  time  to  time,  she  sees  her  friends 
who  left  the  College  after  freshman  year,  but 
she  has  become  closer  to  new  friends  she 
made  as  a sophomore.  She  also  was  honored 
as  a College  Scholar  for  her  academic 
achievements.  "I  remember  going  to  convoca- 
tion last  year  and  seeing  all  the  College  Schol- 
ars," she  says.

She  sometimes  mulls  over 
the  idea  of  becoming  a certified  public 
accountant  following  graduation,  but  she  has 
not  committed  to  a career  path  just  yet. 

Michelle  Hansen  Speeds  Up 

When  we  last  met  Michelle  Hansen,  she  was 
involved  in  juggling  a seemingly  endless  array 
of  jobs,  activities,  and  a full  occupational 
therapy  course  load.  Last  year's  over  sched- 
uled sophomore  has  shown  no  signs  of 
slowing  down  in  her  junior  year. 

Michelle  spun  through  a whirlwind  summer 
in  which  she  worked  two  jobs  as  a waitress. 
Between  her  two  jobs,  she  worked  an  average 
of  eleven  out  of  a possible  14  shifts  each  week.

In  addition  to  her  jobs,  she  had  to  deal  with 
both  rough  and  celebratory  times  in  her 
family— her  grandfather  died,  and  her  sister, 
Christy  '99,  was  married  over  the  course  of  the 
same  summer. 

By  the  time  she  returned  to  campus  in 
August,  Michelle  was  ready  for  anything.  Not 
having  her  sister  in  school  with  her  did  not 
throw  her  off  stride  at  all.  "Christy  lived  off 
campus,  was  a music  therapy  major,  and  spent 
all  her  time  in  Zug,"  she  says.  "I  am  an  occu- 
pational therapy  major  and  live  in  Espenshade. 

I hardly  ever  saw  her;  we  went  our  own 
separate  ways." 

What  helps  her  prepare  for  all  the  chal- 
lenges which  life  and  academia  sling  in  her 
direction  is  what  has  become  an  unusual 
hobby:  skydiving.  Michelle  has  now  flung  her- 
self three  times  from  a plane;  as  a result,  she 
says,  "Now  whenever  I come  to  anything 
stressful,  I say,  'I  jumped  out  of  an  airplane; 

I can  handle  this.' " 

Michelle  finds  the  thrill  of  skydiving  "addictive." 
Expensive,  too.  It  is  like  sensory  stimulation 
overload.  "In  her  most  recent  jump,  she  had  to 
hang  from  the  plane's  wing  before  flinging  her- 
self into  the  heavens.  She  also  explains  that  the 
actual  jump  is  only  part  of  the  thrill  involved. 
She  finds  filling  out  hours  of  release  forms  deal- 
ing with  severe  injury  and  accidental  death 
beforehand  to  lend  an  additional  element  of 
thrill-seeking  to  the  experience. 

Back  on  the  ground,  she  is  absorbed  in  her 
full  schedule  of  occupational  therapy  classes. 
"Occupational  therapy,  it's  like  a really  intense 
club.  I know  all  the  people  in  my  classes,  and 
the  classes  are  so  much  fun,"  she  explains. 
Plus,  she  has  also  enjoyed  her  fieldwork  in  the 


Manheim  Central  School  District. 

While  she  spends  most  of  her  time  delving 
into  the  inner  sanctum  of  OT,  she  also  points  to 
a few  non-major  classes  which  she  has  found 
to  have  a strong  influence  on  her.  Among 
these  are  the  "Communities  of  Women"  semi- 
nar; neurology,  which  tied  in  with  her  prefer- 
ence for  working  with  older  people;  and  her 
science  classes  in  general,  because  "there  are 
right  and  wrong  answers." 

Outside  of  class,  Michelle  can  still  be  found 
working  at  the  Jay's  Nest  and  the  Outback 
Steakhouse  in  Harrisburg.  She  is  also  involved 
in  a Bible  study  group  with  other  students. 
Although  she  no  longer  runs  on  the  cross 
country  team  due  to  stress  fractures  she  devel- 
oped last  year,  she  still  runs  with  friends  on  the 
team.  It  comes  as  no  surprise  to  those  who 
know  her  that  she  racks  up  almost  as  many 
miles  this  year  for  fun  as  she  did  last  year  in 
serious  practices. 

Greg  Kasmer  Ponders  His  Choices 

Halfway  through  his  junior  year,  Greg  Kasmer 
remains  committed  to  keeping  his  options 
open.  The  biology  major  and  business  minor  is 
planning  to  take  both  the  MCAT  and  the  GRE 
exams  in  the  spring,  with  plans  to  attend  either 
medical  school  or  graduate  school  in  biology  or 
business. 

He  has  spent  summers  working  in  the 
fields  that  interest  him.  Two  summers  ago,  he 
worked  for  an  insurance  company.  Last  sum- 
mer, he  spent  three  days  a week  working  as  an 
intern  in  a physical  therapy  and  orthopedic 
office.  On  his  off  days  from  orthopedics,  he 
addressed  a perpetual  student  concern,  work- 
ing at  what  he  describes  as  "a  blue  collar  job, 
making  some  money  for  school." 

The  career  verdict?  While  Greg  insists,  "I'm 
not  dead  set  on  anything  right  now,"  he  is  still 
considering  the  biology  or  medical  school 
route.  He  is  also  quick  to  reflect  that  this  path 
involves  "a  lot  of  years,  a lot  of  money." 

Greg  has  carved  out  a unique  path  for  him- 
self as  he  progresses  through  Elizabethtown. 
He  explains,  "My  family  is  almost  all  teachers, 
so  I am  taking  a different  route."  What  has 
attracted  him  to  biology  and  business  is  that 
"both  ...  are  very  factual  about  learning  how 
a process  occurs." 

In  the  classroom,  Greg  says  that  he  has  got- 
ten to  know  professors  within  his  major  better. 
One  class  that  has  particularly  stood  out  for 
him,  however,  is  a non-major  class.  Dr.  Ken- 
neth Kreider's  History  of  Nonviolence  class 
"brought  a different  spin,  a different  perspec- 


tive on  things."  Greg  continues,  "When  it 
comes  to  core  curriculum  classes,  I usually  just 
want  to  get  it  over  with,  but  this  was  really 
different." 

Over  the  course  of  the  years,  he  has  found 
that  classes  have  gotten  more  difficult.  "I'm  get- 
ting to  the  meat  part  of  my  major,"  he  explains. 

Outside  class,  he  is  heavily  involved  in  the 
Activities  Planning  Board,  where  he  works  on 
bringing  comedians  and  coffeehouse  perform- 
ers to  campus.  He  is  also  involved  in  the  Circle 
K service  club,  and  he  plays  a mean  trumpet  in 
the  jazz  band. 

He  also  plays  basketball  for  the  Blue  Jays. 
Last  year's  JV  captain,  he  now  plays  for  coach 
Bob  Schlosser's  varsity  team.  Greg  has  found 
that  varsity  play  is  "a  level  up.  Everything  has 
to  be  crisper,  and  it  involves  more  of  a time 
commitment.  You  have  to  love  the  game  to 
play  at  this  level."

It  is  this  kind  of  commitment  that  has 
allowed  him  to  achieve  on  the  court  and  in  the 
classroom.  He  has  been  named  a College 
Scholar,  the  highest  form  of  recognition  given 
to  students  for  academic  achievement. 

The  wide  selection  of  majors  offered  at  the 
College  "had  no  influence  whatsoever"  on  his 
decision  to  attend  Etown,  because  he  was 
undecided  about  his  course  of  study.  Rather,  "I 
noticed  that  the  campus  really  seemed  to  fit 
my  personality.  ...  It  was  more  of  a feel,  more 
of  a seeing  myself  at  this  school."  Today,  he 
does  not  believe  that  feel  has  changed  much 
in  almost  three  years.  However,  he  has  noticed 
some  new  things.  He  says,  "The  relationships 
that  you  build  with  other  students  and 
professors,  they  are  what  drives  me  now, 
knowing  there  are  people  who  want  to  see 
you  do  well."

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The  Way  We  Word:  When  the  Saints  Come  Marching  Out

Spring  is  a season  which  features  some  of  the 
most  widely  celebrated  saint's  days,  such  as 
Valentine's  Day  and  St.  Patrick's  Day.  But 
such  observances  are  not  without  their  para- 
doxes. Valentine's  Day  is  surely  the  most  roman- 
tic festival  of  the  year,  with  people  exchanging 
lyrical  notes,  or  even  candy  and  flowers,  in  mem- 
ory of  a saint  who  was  bludgeoned  to  death  and 
beheaded  by  the  Romans.  And  St.  Patrick's  Day  is 
a time  to  revel  in  all  that's  Irish,  from  shamrocks 
to  green  beer,  in  honor  of  Patrick  — an  Englishman 
who  was  kidnapped  by  Irish  brigands. 

Actually  a good  many  saint's  days  through- 
out the  year  reveal  such  paradoxes.  We  might 
expect  words  associated  with  saints  to  be  uplift- 
ing and  inspiring.  And  a few  of  them  are.  But 
among  the  terms  in  our  language  associated 
with  saints  names  are  the  names  for  a nervous 
disorder  and  a skin  disease,  as  well  as  the  words 
maudlin,  bedlam,  and  tawdry. 

Valentine's  Day  was  originally  meant  to 
commemorate  Valentinus,  a Christian  priest 
martyred  in  the  third  century.  The  Romans 
already  had  a festival  in  early  spring  called 
Lupercalia,  in  which  young  men  and  women 
picked  out  the  names  of  those  who  had  cap- 
tured their  affections.  As  they  often  did,  Church 
officials  tried  to  retain  the  pagan  custom  but 
change  its  meaning,  encouraging  young  people 
to  pick  out  instead  the  names  of  saints  whom 
they  considered  worthy  of  emulation.  Just  as 
Easter  celebrations  continue  to  retain  pagan 
fertility  symbols  such  as  rabbits  and  eggs,  Valen- 
tine's Day  retains  much  of  the  character  of  the 
Roman  festival  it  was  meant  to  supercede. 

St.  Patrick's  Day  represents  a more  success- 
ful triumph  of  Christian  over  pagan.  Patrick, 
from  an  aristocratic  family  in  Glastonbury,  Eng- 
land, was  captured  by  pirates  at  the  age  of 
sixteen  and  sold  as  a slave  in  northern  Ireland. 
There  this  high-born  Englishman  labored  as  a 
shepherd  for  six  years,  finally  escaping  and 
returning  home  at  the  age  of  22.  But  by  then  he 
had  developed  such  a heart  for  the  Irish  people 
that  he  took  priestly  orders  and  returned  as  a 
missionary  in  432.  As  is  known  to  history,  the 
island  was  quickly  transformed  under  his  leader- 
ship and  remained  a bulwark  of  Christendom 
throughout  the  turbulent  years  later  called  the 
Dark  Ages. 


While  saints  have  often  lent  their  names  to 
churches,  hospitals,  and  institutions  of  charity, 
some  have  not  been  so  fortunate  in  how  they 
have  been  remembered.  Mary  Magdalene,  for 
example,  is  described  in  the  Gospels  as  one  of 
the  women  who  went  to  visit  Jesus'  body  in  the 
tomb;  she  is  traditionally  portrayed  in  medieval 
paintings  as  red-eyed  and  twisted  with  grief. 
From  this  image  of  her  comes  the  word 
maudlin,  referring  to  someone  sentimental  or 
weepy.  Though  she  herself  is  never  portrayed  as 
maudlin  in  Gospel  narratives,  she  has  lent  her 
name  to  all  those  who  overindulge  in  tears. 
Bedlam  is  a variant  of  "Bethlehem,"  the  short- 
ened form  of  St.  Mary  of  Bethlehem,  an  insane 
asylum  in  London.  And  tawdry  comes  from  St. 
Audrey.  Though  her  own  sense  of  style  was 
above  reproach,  there  was  a well-known 
marketplace  in  Norwich,  England,  called  St. 
Audrey's  fair,  which  became  notorious  in  the 
Middle  Ages  for  its  cheap,  showy  wares. 

Saints  have  also  lent  their  names  to  plants, 
animals,  and  even  diseases.  The  herb  St.  John's 
wort  is  named  after  John  the  Baptist,  since  it 
flourishes  in  late  summer,  the  time  of  St.  John's 
Day  (July  24),  and  because  the  mature  plant  de- 
velops red  splotches,  seeming  to  recall  John's 
bloody  martyrdom  under  King  Herod.  St. 
John's  wort  has  been  valued  for  centuries  for  its 
medicinal  qualities,  most  recently  as  an  over- 
the-counter  anti-depressant  known  among 
pharmacists  as  "Nozac." 


Wort,  by  the  way,  a variant  of  "root,"  is 
found  in  the  name  of  many  plants  and  herbs, 
most  of  them  vaguely  comical,  such  as  hogswort 
and  liverwort.  Both  wort  and  root  come  from  a 
prehistoric  word  meaning  "twisted."  Nearly  all 
English  words  beginning  with  wr—  such  as  wrist, 
wring,  wrench,  wrestle,  etc.,  involve  the  concept 
of  twisting  or  bending.  Even  our  word,  "wrong" 
suggests  something  morally  bent  or  twisted. 

St.  Bernards  are  depicted  in  cartoons  as 
big,  kindly  looking  dogs,  carrying  little  kegs  of 
medicinal  rum  on  their  collars,  who  go  out  to 
rescue  snowbound  travelers.  Actually,  there  is 
some  historic  basis  for  this  image.  This  breed  of 
dog  is  named  after  St.  Bernard  of  Menthon, 
who  established  hospices  and  rescue  stations  in 
two  hazardous  alpine  passes  in  Switzerland, 
now  known  as  Great  St.  Bernard  Pass  and  the 
Little  St.  Bernard  Pass. 

St.  Vitus  and  St.  Anthony  also  tried 
to  minister  to  the  needy.  Unfortunately,  both 
have  now  come  to  be  remembered  for  diseases 
from  which  sufferers  sought  their  help.  St.  Vitus 
dance  is  a nervous  disorder  characterized  by 
wild,  jerky  movements.  This  condition's  official 
name  is  chorea,  which  sounds  more  scientific, 
but  which  simply  means  "dancing"  in  Greek 
(akin  to  the  word  chorus).  St.  Anthony's  fire  is 
an  inflammation  of  the  skin.  St.  Elmo's  fire,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  a ball  of  static  electricity  that 
appears  on  the  mast  of  a ship  under  stormy  con- 
ditions at  sea,  named  after  the  patron  saint  of 
sailors.  St.  Elmo's  Fire  is  also  the  name  of  an  an- 
noying 80s  film,  featuring  a group  of  self- 
indulgent  yuppies  whose  maladies  are  not 
associated  with  any  known  saints. 

Saints  are  now  thought  of  as  those  whose 
lives  were  marked  by  unusual  holiness,  especially 
with  martyrs  and  miracle-workers.  But  in  its 
earliest  and  broadest  sense,  going  back  to  the 
New  Testament,  the  word  refers  to  all  righteous 
people,  all  those  "sanctified"  by  grace.  So  while 
everyone  can  admire  historic  heroes  of  faith  and 
ministry,  they  can  also  hope  that  "when  the 
saints  go  marching  in,"  they  too  can  be  num- 
bered with  St.  John,  St.  Mary,  and  St.  Patrick  — as 
well  as  newer  faces  in  the  glad  throng  such  as 
Mother  Teresa  and  Desmond  Tutu.

Catch  a Rising  Star 

The  last  time  Kathleen  Eakin  made  a decision  without  giving  it  much  thought  was  when  she  decid- 
ed to  attend  Elizabethtown  College.  A friend  of  hers  from  her  hometown  of  Mechanicsburg,  Pa.,  had  gone 
to  Etown,  so  "it  seemed  like  a good  idea  at  the  time,"  she  says.  "In  retrospect,  I am  glad  I chose  Etown 
because  of  its  great  history  department."  Now,  as  Pennsylvania  Governor  Tom  Ridge's  secretary  for 
legislative  affairs,  her  well-thought-out  decisions  help  affect  the  course  of  statewide  lawmaking. 

At  Etown,  she  had  her  world  turned  upside  down  by  Herbert  J.  Poole,  now  professor  of 
history  emeritus,  who  was  her  advisor.  "He  was  very  traditional  in  his  approach  to  the  study  of 
history:  study  the  ancients  and  everything  else  follows.  He  was  also  an  Anglophile,  which,  I 
confess,  was  appealing." 

She  studied  history  with  an  eye  toward  working  in  a museum,  at  the  same  time  reflecting  with 
some  postmodern  amusement  that  "I  think  I arrived  at  Etown  about  a year  after  they  finally  ended  cur- 
fews for  women  students." 

After  graduation,  she  attended  Wake  Forest  University  and  received  a master's  degree  in  history 
with  the  intention  of  pursuing  her  museum  work,  but  when  she  returned  to  Pennsylvania,  her  interest 
in  politics  provided  her  with  a different  path.  She  began  to  perform  volunteer  work  in  political  cam- 
paigns, "going  door-to-door,  working  the  phones,  and  planting  yard  signs.  A lot  of  yard  signs." 

She  also  entered  Dickinson  Law  School  with  the  ambition  of  going  into  politics  as  a profession. 

Her  first  job  on  Capitol  Hill  was  as  staff  legal  counsel  to  State  Senator  Robert  jubelier.  But  it  was  in  the 
early  1990s  when  she  heard  an  obscure  U.S.  congressman  from  Erie  named  Tom  Ridge  that  she  became  interested  in  working  in  the  exec- 
utive branch.  She  worked  on  his  gubernatorial  campaign,  "going  door-to-door,  working  the  phones,  and  planting  lots  of  yard  signs." 

When  Ridge  was  elected,  Kathleen  worked  for  him  in  the  Office  of  General  Counsel,  helping  to  draft  legislation.  She  took  on  her  cur- 
rent role  in  1999,  shepherding  legislation  through  the  State  Assembly,  working  personally  with  state  representatives  and  senators,  lobby- 
ists, and  constituents.  "I  have  become  more  qualified  for  this  kind  of  work,"  she  says,  then  adds  with  a laugh,  "and  through  the  unique 
culture  of  working  on  the  Hill,  I have  become  unqualified  for  any  other  type  of  work.  We  have  to  be  patient  enough  to  measure  achieve- 
ment in  terms  of  years  or  even  decades,  dealing  with  the  spectrum  of  strong  personalities,  weighing  considerations  between  people  who 
want  no  change  and  those  who  have  agendas,  and  solving  problems  in  an  often  very  nerve-racking,  public  way.  I cannot  now  imagine 
practicing  law  in  a traditional  way." 

Working  with  the  governor  has  been  one  of  the  most  satisfying  experiences  for  Kathleen.  "He  is  a great  guy  who  really  likes  people, 
and  he  is  very  loyal  and  appreciative.  He  will  always  take  the  time  to  stop  and  talk  to  people,  even  when  he  is  running  late,  especially 
when  kids  are  involved.  My  own  10-year-old  daughter  thinks  it's  'neat'  that  I work  with  the  governor." 

When  asked  what  kind  of  advice  she  would  give  to  young  people  with  ambitions  to  work  in  politics,  she  responds:  "First  and  most 
important,  you  must  support  a candidate  you  like  and  in  whom  you  believe.  Second,  you  must  remember  that,  even  though  everyone 
wants  to  be  the  important  person,  it  is  the  work  in  the  trenches  that  gets  the  job  done.  You  must  be  ready  to  canvass  door-to-door,  work 
the  phones,  and  plant  yard  signs.  Lots  of  yard  signs."

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The  Consummate  Teacher

For  22  years,  Donald  R.  Price  guided  Temple  University  Law  students  through  the  mysteries  of 
secured  transactions,  contracts,  advanced  commercial  problems,  and  bankruptcy.  Along  the  way,  he 
gained  the  affection,  respect,  and  admiration  of  his  students,  who  three  times  chose  him  to  receive 
the  Outstanding  Professor  Award.  He  was  also  the  first  and  only  Temple  Law  School  professor  to  be 
named  a Temple  University  Great  Teacher. 

Last  year,  however,  influenced  by  the  sudden  death  of  his  oldest  brother  and  the  serious  illness 
of  another  brother,  he  announced  his  retirement  to  pursue  a couple  of  long-deferred  dreams,  in- 
cluding travel  with  his  brother  and  journeys  to  the  Himalayas  and  the  Far  East. 

It  has  been  an  unlikely  road  for  a boy  raised  in  Vernfield,  Pa.,  a village  Don  now  describes  as 
"just  a crossroads.  I milked  cows  and  plowed  fields  and  baled  hay.  I spent  my  life  on  a tractor.  There 
was  nothing  romantic  about  it.  It  was  cold  in  the  winter  and  hot  in  the  summer.  What  it  was,  was  a 
lot  of  hard  work." 

The  focal  point  of  the  town  and  his  family  was  the  Church  of  the  Brethren.  "My  grandfather 
was  the  minister  of  the  church,  so  we  went  twice  a week.  My  parents  did  not  dress  in  the  plain  garb, 
but  my  grandparents  did." 

After  high  school,  Don  followed  his  older  brothers  to  Elizabethtown,  where  he  studied  English. 

"My  goal  was  to  teach  English  and  to  write,"  he  says.  But  it  was  the  height  of  the  Cold  War,  and,  in  1959, 
he  was  drafted.  Don  spent  three  years  in  Army  intelligence,  serving  in  Taipei,  Hong  Kong,  and  Tokyo. 

"It  was  a transforming  experience  for  me,"  he  says.  "As  one  of  the  ladies  in  the  church  said 
when  I came  home,  'you  went  away  a boy  and  came  home  a man.'  I did  grow  up  in  the  Army."  His 
Army  service  brought  him  into  contact  with  military  lawyers.  "That's  where  I made  the  decision  to  go  to  law  school." 

He  graduated  from  Temple  Law  School  in  1966,  fifth  in  his  evening  class.  He  practiced  law  in  Doylestown  for  ten  years,  and  in  1977 
returned  to  the  Temple  campus  as  a full-time  professor  of  law. 

After  Don  received  the  Great  Teacher  Award  in  1992,  one  of  his  former  students  remarked,  "Above  all,  professor  Price  is  kind.  His 
kindness  is  a teaching  tool  in  more  ways  than  he  knows,  for  by  his  example,  he  demonstrates  the  highest  qualities  of  a good  lawyer." 

In  addition  to  travel,  Don's  plans  include  involvement  with  adult  literacy  programs  and  Habitat  for  Humanity.  He  currently  works 
with  people  suffering  from  depressive  illness.  He  also  manages  to  run  30  miles  a week  over  the  fast-disappearing  country  roads  near 
Doylestown,  where  he  lives  with  his  wife,  Ruth. 

A law  school  classmate  of  Don's,  David  Sykes,  says,  "Don  had  a highly  successful  practice  which  changes  to  a highly  successful  teach- 
ing career.  He  is  the  consummate  teacher  in  and  out  of  class."

the  goal,  a picture  quilt  patterned 
after  a cathedral  window,  with 
symbols  of  the  College  sprinkled 
liberally  across  it.  I filled  out  the 
questionnaire  and  a month  later 
found  myself  a "primary  quitter," 
responsible  for  one  of  the  large 
1 5"  x 20"  center  panels. 

So  I was  a little  scared.  We 
needed  to  complete  the  quilt  in 
time  for  the  big  celebration  due  a 
year  later,  Homecoming  in  Octo- 
ber 1999.  No  problem  — until  the 
enormity  and  complexity  of  the 
project  began  to  dawn  on  us,  in- 
dividually and  collectively.  At  that 
first  meeting  Tana  and  Lou 
showed  us  Lou's  full-scale  draw- 
ing, the  perspective  of  someone 
looking  out  a window  across  cam- 
pus. Lou's  a painter,  and  had 
never  worked  with  fabric  before, 
so  Tana's  expertise  quickly  be- 
came the  guiding  force  behind 
the  vision. 

The  group's  job  was  to  decide 
the  techniques  to  use  to  get  from 
drawing  to  pattern  to  completed 
panel,  draw  lots  for  which  panel 
we  would  be  primarily  responsible 
for,  and  get  started.  I drew  the 
bottom  left  corner  panel,  Lake 
Placida  and  the  swans,  with  books 
on  the  window  sill.  I thought  it 
was  kind  of  appropriate  that  the 
English  professor  should  work  on 
the  panel  with  the  books! 

In  February,  we  held  our  meet- 
ing in  Leffer  Chapel  to  see  how 
the  quilt's  colors  would  look  with 
the  decor.  We  laid  all  the  panels 
and  crazy  patches  on  the  purple 
and  gold  carpet  in  the  lobby  and 
went  upstairs  to  look  down  from 
the  balcony.  It  was  the  first  time 
any  of  us  had  seen  the  quilt  with 
any  sense  of  a whole.  The  gasps 
were  audible.  It  was  clear  the  end 
product  was  going  to  be  gor- 
geous, the  colors  complementary. 

In  mid-June  the  quilt  top  was 
ready  to  be  "sandwiched"  and 
quilted.  It  was  placed  on  a quilt 


frame  in  the  High  Library,  where 
many  came  from  area  Brethren 
churches,  campus  offices,  and 
homes  to  quilt.  Even  some  of  my 
students  whom  I'd  assigned  to 
write  about  the  process  during 
Spring  1999  semester  came  to 
add  a stitch  or  two. 

The  quilt  remained  in  the  li- 
brary until  the  end  of  August, 
when  the  final  touches  were 
added:  embroidery  musical  notes, 
J.  G.  Francis'  bicycle,  magnolia 
blossoms,  text  in  the  books.  The 
final  stitch  was  made  September 
9,  1999,  a month  before  the  Oc- 
tober 2,  1999,  dedication. 

While  we  each  worked  individ- 
ually throughout  the  year,  we  all 
had  the  safety  net  of  our  group. 
Everyone  worked  toward  the  goal 
and  helped  each  other  willingly 
and  with  graciousness.  We  each 
had  personal  stresses  and  hard- 
ships to  face  during  the  year,  as 
well.  But  the  quilt  group  offered 
support  there,  too.  We  also  had  a 
place  to  go  where  we  could  forget 
those  worries  and  focus  on  some- 
thing else  for  a change.  We  had 
become  our  own  little  community 
As  Tana  said,  "we  met  our  two 
goals:  the  product  is  worthy,  the 
process  valuable." 

Throughout  the  process,  Tana 
has  kept  records  of  the  names  of 
everyone  who  had  a hand  in  the 
quilt.  There  are  over  100  of  us, 
and  no  one  person  has  met  every- 
one involved,  yet  I feel  a kinship 
with  these  women  I've  never  met. 
We've  all  given  of  our  time  and 
talents  to  commemorate  our  love 
for  Elizabethtown  College,  past 
and  future.  The  ties  that  bind  us 
together  are  the  stitches  we've 
taken  in  time.

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How  to  Build  for  21st  Century  Students

As  a student  of  Elizabethtown,  it  is  wonderful  to  see  the 
master  plan  getting  under  way  and  to  know  that  the  College  is 
taking  a proactive  role  to  be  ready  for  the  future.  In  our  Centennial 
year,  as  we  have  been  celebrating  our  history,  what  could  be  a 
better  time  to  prepare  for  the  next  one  hundred  years? 

The  most  important  factor  in  the  implementation  of  the 
master  plan  is  including  students  in  the  planning  process,  espe- 
cially in  the  planning  of  new  living  facilities.  The  students  will  be 
using  these  buildings  every  day,  and  in  the  case  of  the  residence 
halls,  the  students  will  be  making  these  buildings  their  home  away 
from  home.  Students  know  what  facilities  they  will  use  most,  and 
whether  or  not  a certain  design  or  style  will  fit  their  needs.  There- 
fore, it  is  very  important  to  include  student  opinions  on  how  these 
future  buildings  and  renovations  should  be  completed. 


Another  important  factor  is  having  diverse  types  of  projects  in 
the  plan,  so  there  is  something  that  appeals  to  everyone,  while  main- 
taining the  overall  character  of  Etown.  For  example,  some  students 
want  new,  modem  facilities  for  the  sciences,  while  others  are  con- 
cerned with  the  historic  character  of  the  institution,  and  would  like 
to  see  the  restoration  of  historic  buildings  such  as  Wenger  Hall.  Even 
with  something  as  simple  as  classroom  size,  there  should  be  an 
ample  amount  of  rooms  big  enough  for  a large  class  to  work  com- 
fortably together,  but  also  enough  smaller  seminar  rooms  so  classes 
with  fewer  students  can  work  in  a more  intimate  atmosphere. 

In  building  future  residence  halls,  students  would  like  to  see 
more  choices  in  living  options.  Right  now,  on-campus  students

basically  have  the  choice  of  a double  room,  or  seniors,  a quad  with 
four  occupants.  There  are  only  a few  suites  and  singles  available. 
Providing  more  choices,  like  the  new  garden  apartments  or  triple 
rooms,  would  give  students  more  options  as  to  how  they  would 
feel  most  comfortable  living  on  campus. 

One  project  in  the  plan  that  is  very  central  to  the  lives  of 
students  is  the  renovation  of  the  Baugher  Student  Center.  As  this 
space  is  remodeled,  we  should  make  it  not  only  aesthetically 
pleasing,  but  very  practical  as  well.  The  BSC  needs  to  be  renovated 
to  better  accommodate  student  activities.  There  are  now  over 
eighty  clubs  on  campus,  yet  not  one  room  that  these  groups  can  use 
on  a regular  basis  for  meetings  or  for  resources.  Also,  areas  like  the 
front  porch,  where  students  often  congregate  at  the  tables  and 
benches  between  classes,  need  to  be  removed  or  remodeled.  While 
such  changes  are  necessary  in  the  process  of  the  renovations,  we 
must  try  to  ensure  that  similar,  even  better,  spots  for  students  to 
gather  are  built  in  their  place. 

And  of  course,  like  all  major  projects,  funding  is  always  an 
issue — to  keep  the  cost  of  the  projects  as  reasonable  as  possible 
without  sacrificing  quality.  By  planning  projects  like  new  buildings 
years  in  advance,  we  have  a good  head  start  on  fund-raising  for  the 
master  plan  projects,  so  students  can  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the 
upcoming  changes  without  bearing  the  burden  of  them  on  their 
student  tuition  statements. 

If  I could  have  one  wish  for  myself  in  the  master  plan,  it  would 
be  for  the  complete  restoration  of  Wenger.  Not  only  is  it  one  of  the 
oldest  buildings  on  campus,  but  it  has  a character  all  its  own.  The 
classes  I have  liked  best  at  Etown  have  been  held  in  its  small, 
homey  seminar  rooms,  with  their  rickety  bookshelves  and  real 
windows.  Almost  everyone  who  occupies  the  building  has  a 
special  affinity  toward  it,  and  considers  it  a second  home.  Also, 
restoring  this  building,  that  has  been  here  for  the  majority  of 
Etown's  history,  provides  a vital  link  to  our  past. 

As  the  first  phases  of  the  plan  are  beginning  to  take  shape, 
I look  forward  to  returning  to  campus  years  from  now  as  an 
alumna,  to  see  the  finished  product,  and  all  the  wonderful  things 
that  are  coming  to  Etown  in  the  next  decade!
